Czechc. Slovakia. 

Following the German invas¬ 
ion there had been no word, 
fro mthem and Mrs. lirisok ap¬ 
pealed to the Spirit River Red 
Cross Branch to endeavour to 
establish communication. The ap 
peal was made in January. The 
letter received tells that both 
daughter and sister arc well, 
and Mrs. llrisook ip asked to 
write to the mthrough the Inter 
national Red Cross. 

Location of relatives and fri 
ends in the war zone is an im¬ 
portant service given by the 
Red Cross. It covers all tha, 
portion <>» Poland in German 
hands and provides a check lor 
inquiries as to interned sold- 
iers and refugees in Rumania, 
Hungary, Lithuania, Latvia and 
other nations in which thorn 
are war fugitives and also pris 
oner** of war in all the belligcr 
ent; countries. 

Forms for inquiries for both 
civilians and soldiers may bo 
obtained from Red Cross Bran 
cheo and the Divisional Office.
